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A HIGH SCHOOL FOR COLORED 
YOUTH. 

Editor Lt>rhni(ttlr:—\ few days ago 
I was in couvcrsptinn with a strange 
gentleman, whose name I failed tool*- 
tain. After a few minutes' talk on tin* 
advantages ot South Florida, and its' 
rapid growth, lie spoke of the advan¬ 
tages of a liigh school at Winter Park 
for t lie ednent ton of t he colored yont li. 
In reply to tin* gentleman, I said it 
was a fact that such a school would 
he well at tended, and the demand was 
very great. In short, I felt sure that 
the colored people would appreciate 
Hitch a school, and would show their 
appreciation by the Inrue attendence 
it would have. I further stated that 
hundreds of families had moved into 
South Florida from all parts of the 
country; their children arc growing tin 
without proper schooling, and a la rue 
part of the reason why they are not 
educated is the lack of bet ter school 
facilities. I do-want to see better 
schools, and I think that Winter Park 
can offer, as great inducements fora 
high school for t lie ediicht ion ot her 
colored youth, and those who may 
come from elsewhere, as any town in 
Florida, hut the thing that grieves me 
most is, that when 1 look at the tinaii- 
rial condition of the colored people, I 
find they are unable to contribute 
heavily enough to build such a school 
as they need here. .Therefore they 
tiilist look to those whose rollers are 
tilled, and who are able to contribute 
to educational and other public pur¬ 
poses. Kvery winter thousands of 
pleasure-seekers are pouring iilto'Flor- 
ida from the. North. Hundreds of 
these pleasure-seekers, whose .colters 
are running over, wpuld rather give a 
dollar to some ragged and uneducated 
colored boy to make a monkey of him¬ 
self on the streets, than to give it for 
educational purposes. Let this lie 
changed. Instead" of upholding the 
ignorance of t hose ereat tires, who have 
had hut little opportunity for educa¬ 
tion, let flu* spare dol.lars and time of 
those who have them go for some good 
purpose. No greater nor better thing 


can he done than to locate a high 
school at or near Winter Park. Is 
there one willing, among those that 
have and can spare, to make an otfer 
of something? I have seen the need of 
a high school, .and have promised ‘to 
do my best to have, one established 
here, I cannot rest contented until 
shell a school is established. Who is 
willing to help? Respect hilly,

to the above letter from one of,our 
bright young colored"citizens, because 
I lie object he advocates is one that is 
wort ii t lie serious considers! ion of our 
people. It is true the past year has 
been a hard one financially for many 
of us—probably this little paper has 
felt t he short ness of money as much as 
any other business—hut there are few 
who cannot alTord their mite towards 
a good object, if they will,* and there 
are many interested here upon whom 
the pressure of our hard times has 
made hardly any impression, nor 
lessened their resources for doing good 
in any appreciable degree. To them 
as well as those who depend on local 
, business for t iieir incomes wecoiumeiid 
this matter as a subject for serious 
l onsiderat ion. The arguments for 
popular education surely need no urg¬ 
ing upon any of our people. We all 
understand tin- value of it in building 
up a safe and pleasant community to 
live in. to say nothing of the satisfac- j 
t ion of helping our fellow, men. When 
t he scheme shall he pul. ill definite bus¬ 
iness shape we promise our modest I 
rout riiitit ion to it ..and we hope that 
all who see this paper will bear it in ; 
1 mind and be ready to do a little if they 
I cannot do much, or to do the hand¬ 
some thing if they are able. 

We trust those directly interested. ! 
w ill not be ollended nor discouraged if 1 
we suggest that something more than 
a general Appeal and calling attention 
to t lu: merit.of the plan is necessary • 
before any practical result can be I 
looked for. A definite plan must be I 


formed, and an organizat ion effected, 
which will command the approval of 
those who are asked to gix’c. I<et 
those who wish to push the matter 
consult together, and with any others 
who can give them helpful advice, and 
decide just what they will undertake 
to do for a first start. Is<t the plan 
not go beyond the funds they may 
reasonably ex pert to raise, nor appear 
so insignificant that people will not. 
think it worth a.ding,. Then let them 
seek a few .able, honest and careful 
men, as t rustees, who will command 
I he amplest ioniug ctyniJcncr of those 
whom theyrpropoHc tonsk for contri¬ 
butions, ns well as those who are 
expected to patronize t he school. Let 
them, if possible, be permanent resi¬ 
dents and property owners here, so 
that there max be no doubt of their 
staying by and seeing the scheme 
carried through to a successful issue, 
even if it should he several years before 
money enough is raised to make a 
beginning. Tlicli when they are sure 
I hey have a harmonious orgniiiz.nl ion, 
agreed upon- some definite plan of 
act ion, and cel t aiu of hanging t oget her 
until the end is attained, they can 
approach people with confidence and 
self-respect, and they can count on a 
respectful hearing and consideration 
of their plans. People will not risk 
much with those who have only a 
vague, uncertain idea of what they 
want to do with it, or who are likely 
to let the scheme fall to pieces before 
they get anywhere, but a really good 
project, well organized, and in the 
hands of solid men who mean busi¬ 
ness, will seldom fail of t In* support it 
needs. Organize your scheme in good 
shape, friends, and then keep it before 
the public, ami push it by personal 
appeals in private, and it will lie only 
a question of time when you will get 
there. There is work in it, but if you 
go to work right and stick to it, you 
need not fc/,ir for the linal result.

A bright, full eye 
denotes spirit ; a mild, pleasant eye, 
with a brownish east, indicates a 
pleasant, affectionate, disposition, 
w Idle an eye wit h a good deal of w hite 
denotes temper. Therein, perhaps, no 
ot her way -Ur judge a horse’s disposi¬ 
tion so well as by a careful study of 
his eye, and too much itupoi tauee can 
not well be aft ached to the necessity 
of a good disposition,— Amoficuti Apri- 
niltiirist.
